BARREN 
FRUIT-TREES. 


The Simple trad Successful Method 


ployed for Their Renovation. 


More than fifty years ago my father 


bad two tenant houses on his iarm, 
near which were a goodly number of 
fruit trees ol various kinds. After I 
had attained my majority I became 
the fortunate proprietor of a portion 
ol my lather's homestead, embracing 
one ot the tenant houses and the land 
about it. Two of the pear trees, one 
cherry tree and a plum tree had not 
yielded a single specimen of fair and 
smooth fruit for many years prior to 
th« time when I became the legitimate 
proprietor of that part of my father's 
(arm. Every spring those trees would 
blossom profusely, and the young fruit 
would set in large, quantities, and for 
a few weeks there would be a cheering 
promise of a bountiful erop on every 
tree. But as soon as-the pears had 
grown to the size of large peas, they 
wonld begin to drop off, until only a 
few remained. The limited number 
that did cling to life until they had 
matured, were small, 
knotty, one- 


sided, rusty, cracked, scabby and ut- 
terly unfit for market or domestic use. 
The cherry tree would hang full ol 
worthless fruit. Indeed, it was diffi- 
cuk to find even a small number ol 
specimens, the pits of- which were en- 
circled by a thin covering of pulp on 
one side. 
All the trees were _mora 


thaa twenty years old, and prior to 
my birth, I was told, they were 
accustomed 
to 
yield 
bountiful 


crops 
of 
beautjful 
fruit. 
Every 


young plum would fall from the tree 
long oefoie any of the fruit had at- 
tained one-third the usual size, when 
ripe. The ground about the trees had 
not been plowed or spaded for half a 
score of years. Intelligent farmers 
assured me" that no system of manage- 
ment would ever render those barren 
trees productive, as they had served 
their purpose in life and were now 
barren and worthless. I re«olved to 
toy an experiment, which my lather 
and every neighbor assured me would 
kill every tree just as certainly as if I 
were to girdle them with an axe. 


I made four panels of light board- 


fence, eighteen feet long and three feet 
high, putting the panels in the form ol 
of a square around each tree, a tree be- 
ing at the center of a yard eighteen feel 
square. The corners were hew together 
without stokes or posts, simply by two 
or tfcree sails'at oaflh corner, driven so 
nearly home that a olaw of a hammer 
eould hook over the head and withdraw 
the Mail*), when it was desirable to re- 
move the fenoa to another tree. A 
large box lor the pigs to sieep in, and 
the*r feeding-trough, and the pigs were 
put in the miniature yard during early 
Bead-time. After tb« pigs were placed 
in the yard many holes were made in 
the ground with a crowbar at numer- 
ous points about the yard, into each pi 
which I dropped half a handful ol grain 
of different kinds. The young porkers 
soon began to root tor the grain, and 
they rooted and rooted and kept on 
rooting, until they turned up and 
rooted over and over every square inch 
of the soil within the little mclosure, 
to the depth of six or eight inches. The 
roots received a severe pruning", and 
many of the larger ones were badly 
lacerated- 
A few bushels of wood 


ashes were thrown into the yard as they 
were taken from the stoves in the 
house. During the summer about two 
or three bushers of air-slacked lima 
were also scattered around tho trees a« 
far as the inclosure extended. While 
the pigs were in the yard a wagon load 
or two ol sods from the highway side 
were thrown about each tree, after the 
ground had been thoroughly rooted up, 
When the sods were being thrown from 
the wagon, we threw in a goodly num- 
ber of handfuls of grain. In a short 
time the sods were scattered about tha 
yard and thoroughly torn to small frag- 
ments and the earth well plowed. 


The pigs were kept in tfie yard about 


a month per tree. Meanwhile the trees 
received necessary pruning. But they 
needed rery little. I watched the one 
nroirad which the pigs rooted first, 
fitted with fear every d*y lest I should 
see the leaves wittier and fall to the 
grosnd, and the twigs and branches dry 
of and die. No fruit was produced that 
season. ' 'There, I told you so'" came to 
ray ears repeatedly. 
"That's a fin* 


specimen of book-farming," said one. 
SaM another: "Ton had better com- 
monicate to some agricultural paper 
how farmers can make their barren 
fruit trees produce large crops of clioioa 
fruit" The only way I could silence 
my cavilling tormentors was to quota 
what the "Old Book" directed about 
letting the trees alone one year more, 
tmtil the owner could dig about them 
and dung them. "Yes, but that 'Old 
Book' don't teM a fellar to yard a lot of 
hogs around a tree, and let them teat 
the foots aM to strings!" 


Well, what was the result? During 


fourteen successive years, (when I bold 
tin farm,) every tree around which the 
pigs were kept for a month or more, 
hung full every season of as fair and 
and smooth fruit as one usually meets 
with of those varieties. Twelve ycara 
after I had sold that place, I saw those 
trees, and was told by the proprietor 
that each one of the entire number 
prodaced annu illy a fair crop of good 
fruit.—Cor. American Garden.

Prevention of Hoven. 


Hoven, the result of eating too much 


green clover in the pasture, is easily 
prevented. Have a good straw stack 
accessible to cattle, and they will al- 
ways eat sufficient of the dry stuff to 
neutralize the evil effect of clover. II 
0*0 has no ataok, then give a small ra- 
tion of dry hay or straw each day. II 
the trouble appears, administer to the 
affected animal, as soon as discovered, 
five or six tablespoonluls of spirits ol 
turpentine. Unless the subject is too 
far gone to stand, this will give relief. 
If unable to stand, we have sometimes 
seen them saved by thrusting a sharp, 
small Wade of a knife into the animal 
on the left side (as you stand behind 
it), oetween the hip and the rib; insert 
something to keep the aperture open, 
and the gases will rush out. This re- 
moves pressure upon the vitals and 
saves th« animal.—-Toronto Mail.

BARREN FRUIT-TREES. 


IB Simple and Successful method 


ployed f«r Their Renovation. 


More than fifty years ago my father 


had two tenaat houses on his farm. 
Dear which were a goodly number of 
fruit trees of various kinds. After I 
liad attained my majority I became 
the fortunate proprietor of a portion 
Dl my lather's homestead, embracing 
one ot the tenant houses and tho land 
about it. Two of the pear trees, one 
cherry tree and a plum tree had not 
yielded a single specimen of fair and 
smooth fruit for many years prior to 
the time when I became the legitimate 
proprietoi of that part of my father's 
farm. Every spring those trees would 
blossom profusely, and the young fruit 
would set in large quantities, and for 
a few weeks there would be a cheering 
promise of a hountiful erop on every 
tree. But as soon as-tho pears had 
grown to the size at large peas, they 
wonld begin to drop off, until only a 
few remained. The limited number 
that did cling to life until they had 
matured, were small, 
knotty, one 


sided, rusty, cracked, scabby and ut- 
terly unfit for market or domestic use. 
The cherry tree would hang full of 
worthless fruit. Indeed, it was diffi- 
cult to find even a small number of 
specimens, the pits of- which were en- 
circled by a thin covering of pulp on 
one sid«. 
All the treea were more 


than twenty years old, and prior to 
my birth, 
I was told, they were 


accustomed 
to 
yield 
bountiful 


crops 
of 
beautiful 
fcuit. 
Every 


young plum would fall from the tree 
long oefo*e any of She ftuit had at- 
tamed one-third the usual size, when 
ripe. The ground about the trees had 
not been plowed or spaded for half a 
score of years. Intelligent farmers 
assured me" that no system of manage- 
ment would ever render those barren 
trees productive, as they had served 
their purpose in life and were now 
barren and worthless. I resolved to 
try an experiment, which my father 
and every neighbor assured me would 
kill every tree just as certainly as if I 
were to girdle them with an axe. 


I made four panels ol light board- 


fence, eighteen feet long and three feet 
high, putting the panels in the form of 
ef a square around each tree, a tree be- 
ing at the center of a yard eighteen feet 
KHiare. The eorners were hew together 
without Btakes or posts, simply by two 
or tkree Bails'at each eomer, driven so 
nearly home that a claw of a hammer 
eould hook over the head and withdraw 
*he nails, when k was desirable to re- 
move the fence to anothei tree. A 
large box for the pigs to sleep in, and 
tih«lr feeding-trough, and the pigs were 
put in thf miniature yard during early 
Bead-time. After tlie pigs were placed 
in the yard many hotes were made in 
the ground with a erowbar at rinmer- 
o«s points about tha yard, into each pi 
which I dropped half a handful of grain 
of different kinds. The young porkers 
soon began to root for the gram, and 
they rooted and rooted and kept on 
rooting, until thay turned up and 
rooted over and over every square mob 
ot the soil within the little meloaure, 
to the depth of six or eight inches. The 
roots received a severe pruning", and 
many of the larger ones were badly 
lacerated. 
A few bushels of wood 


ashes were thrown into the yard as they 
were taken from the stoves in the 
house. During the summer about two 
or three btishels of air-slacked lima 
were also scattered around the trees as 
far as the inclosure extended. While 
the pigs were in the yard a wagon load 
or two of sods from the highway sida 
were thrown about each tree, after tha 
ground had been thoroughly rooted np. 
When the sods were being thrown from 
the wagon, wo threw in a goodly num- 
ber of handtuls ot grain. In a short 
time the sods were scattered about tha 
yard and thoroughly torn to small frag- 
ments and the earth well plowed. 


The pigs were kept in the yard about 


a month per tree. Meanwhile the trees 
received necessary pruning. But they 
needed very little. I watched the one 
dicrand which the pigs rooted first, 
fiUed with fear every day lest I should 
see the leaves wither and fall to tha 
ground, and the twigs and branches dry 
up and die. No fruit was produced thai 
season. "There, I told yon so!" came to 
my ears repeatedly. "That's a find 
sneeimea of hook-farming," said one. 
SaM another: "You had better com- 
monkatte to gome agricultural papei 
how farmers can make their barren 
fruit trees produce large crops of choica 
fruit" The only way I could silence 
my cavilling tormentors was to quote 
what the "Old Book" directed about 
letting the trees alone one year more, 
tmtil the owner could dig about them 
and dimg liiem. "Yes, but that 'Old 
Book' don't tefl a fellar to yard a lot ol 
hogs around a tree, and let them tear. 
Hie roots aH to strings!" 
Well, what was the result' During 


fourteen successive years, (when I sold 
tbe farm,) every tree around which the 
pigs were kept for a month or more, 
hung full every season of as fair and 
and smooth fruit as one usually meets 
with of those varieties. Twelve yoara 
after I had sold that place, I saw those 
trees, and was told by the proprietor 
that each one of the entire number 
produced annually a lair crop of good 
fruit.—Cur. American Oat den.

If unable to stand, we have sometimes 
seen them saved by thrusting a sharp, 
small blade of a knife into the animal 
on tie left side (as you stand behind 
it), between the hip and the rib; insert 
something to keep the aperture open, 
and the gases will rush out. This re- 
moves pressure upon the vitals and 
saves the animal —Toronto Matl.

A. Horrible Tragedy. 


HBNWETTA, Tex., July 8.—One of the 


most horrible tragedies that ever took 
place In this or any other community oc- 
curred five miles northeast of town yeE- 
terday.

Douthitt, came to town and surrendered 
to the sheriff, and said that three broth- 
ers, Lewis, Elmer and James Smith, had

Their account of the affair was to the ef- 
fect that they, with other parties, were at 
work on a wire fence for the Clay County 
Land and Cattle Company, Neal Butcher, 
manager. The fence was on land in dis- 
pute between the Smiths and the Clay 
Cattle Company. They claim that the 
Smiths or others came out in a wagon 
and opened flre on them with double- 
barreled 
shotguns.

agree that the deceased came out in a 
wagon j no words passed between the 
parties at the time of the difficulty that 
any one heard; nooc of the witnesses 
could or would swear positively who 
shot first, and but one of them swore 
that neither of the deceased flred at all 
or had any weapon in his hand. Nearly 
ail agreed that bouthitt was tbe first to 
draw his ganj and that Jamea Smith, 
who was in the wagon, reached down and 
took hold of his gun and was lifting it up, 
and at that instant the firing began. 


Later—Another account says that wnen 


the Smiths drove up in a wagon, one of 
them got out and began filling the post- 
holes with dirt. .Douthitt told Dawson 
and Thompson to come with him and 
meet the Smiths, and seizing their rifles 
the three went near the wagon and began 
firing. Elmer and Jim Smith fell, shot 
throHgh the heart. Louis Smith lived a 
few minutes, and died in his mother's 
arms. Before death he 
stated 
that 


Douthitt killed Jim and Elmer and that 
Dawson shot him. The Smiths were 
good citizens, and had many friends in 
the county.

Shawhan, day foreman at the bridge yard, 
was murderously assaulted, between ten 
and eleven o'clock last night, while on his 
way home to his boarding house on 
Whisky chute.

A Son's Ghastly Discovery. 


BOSTON, July 7.—At eleven o'clock 


last night as Frank Eeardon waa groping 
his way through the dark entry at his 
borne, 6 Kenne Place, he was startled 
by hearing groans from his mother's 
chambers.

The victim is a widow of fifty years, 


She lives in 
a poor neighborhood with three sons. 


One George Stevens, aged fifty-one, 


a piano mover, who had before had 
trouble with the Reardons, has been ar- 
rested on suspicion.
